OTHER REFORMS. 


“Shall the people rule?” Every 
remedial measure of a national char- 
acter must run the gauntlet of the 
Senate. The President may personally 
incline toward a reform: the House 
may consent to it; but as long as the 
Senate obstructs the reform, the peo- 
ple must walt. The President may 
heed a popular demand: the House 
may yield to public opinion: but as 
long as the Senate is defiant, the 
rule of the people is defeated.

Pedro}-harbor into and through the 
West Basin to the pierhead line in- 
dicated. by Capt. Fries, thence north- 
erly and northwesterly along the west 
line of the government channel 4650 
feet to the southerly line of the com- 
pany’s owned land. lot L in the parti- 
tion of the Rancho Los Palos Verdes. 
Time is made the essence of the con- 
tract. Thirty days’ stoppage of work, 
unless from accidents, strikes or legal

COSTS A LIFE. 


SOLDIER THOUGHT MIND GOING, 
SWALLOWED POISON. 


— — 


Sufferer from Fever Contracted in 
Philippines Takes Fatal Draught 
and Dies in Presence of Wife and 
Chiid—Had Brooded Long Over 
Fancied Wreck of Mind. 


Fearful of becoming insane, Frank- 
un L. Carney, a veteran of the Philip- 
pine campaign, committed suicide last 
night at his home, No. 214 South Fre- 
mont avenue, by drinking cyanide of 
potassium 

Carney staggered into the presence 
of his wife and little stepdaughter, 
holding the empty bottle in his left 
hand and grasping at his throat with 
his richt. He made a frantic effort 
to speak, and then dropped dead on u 


. served for a long time in the 
islands, and contracted a fever from 
which he had suffered a long time. 
Until a year ago he worked in the Los 
Angeles recruiting office of the army. 
He was compelled to relinquish that 
duty because of in health, and recently 
spent all his time brooding over his 
fear of becoming & maniac. He fre- 
quently told his wife that when he felt 
the symptoms of insanity closing in 
upon him he would end it all by tak- 
ing poison. 

Late yesterday evening, after sitting 
alone for an hour or more, Carney left 
the house and went to the Mission 
Pharmacy, near by. He told the clerk 
he was a physician, and asked for 
cyanide of potassium. The clerk gave 


his name as Dr. Franklin Carney to 
the required slip. He walked to his 
home and swallowed the poison just as 
he entered the door. He was dead 


within a minute or two. 

His remains were removed to 
Bresee morgue, where an inquest 
be held today.

“I returned to the 
home alone at 9:15 o'clock and had 
just sat down on the porch of Co. K 
barracks, where I belonged, to take 
off my shoes, when Foy, who was 
off duty, came along. 

“He told me roughly to go to bed 
and when I told him that I would go 
to

floor, jumped on my stomach, 
choked me, and rained blows on my 
face with his fist and his cane. 
“After he had kept this up for ten 
minutes, Officers George Bruce and 
. Vv. Brighton came up, pulled Foy 
off me, and d me down ten steps 
to the ground. Then they loaded me 
into a rubbish wagon and drew me to 
the guardhouse. I was thrown in 
there and ed there — ali 
night on the floor with my face cov- 
— with I did not strike Foy, 
for I had no chance.” x

I 
did not strike him with my cane and 
tried simply to t him to stop his 
struggles, which continued for ten 
minutes before I could blow my whistle 
and summon the police. 

“They saw at once that he was 
érunk, for he cursed them as he lay 
flat on the floor, and they had to drag 
him to the ground, where they put 
him in a wagon and took him to the 
guardhouse. I used no ‘nore violence 
than was necessary to subdue the 
drunken man. He struck me a blow in 
the face that cut my lip on a teoth.”

Turkey’s Changeable Time. 

There is one custom at least, in the 
Ottoman dominions in Nurope, that 
causes foreign visitors a great deal of 
trouble and confusion. This is the 
Turkish system of reckoning time. A 
Turk holds that the day begins exactly 
at sunset; and accordingly at that time 
he sets his clocks and watches at the 
hour of twelve. 

In view of the fact that the sun has 
the same habits in presiding over Tur- 
key that it exercises with reference to 
other localities, it follows that this 
system of reckoning time requires set- 
ting the clocks every day. It appears 
that a watch that could run for weeks 
without gaining or losing a minute 
would be of no special value to a Turk.
